Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Soderlund et al (5,611,476). 

Soderlund et al teach a cleaning device for process gases of a reflow soldering 
system (col. 1 , lines 24-31 , col. 1 , line 60 through col. 2, line 7) comprising a plurality of 
cleaning chambers (214) allowing the contaminated process gas to flow therein via a 
supply line (220) and allowing the cleaned process gas to flow therefrom via a 
discharge line (222) wherein the cleaning chambers are each formed by a plurality of 
modules in a successive order to allow for a degree of purity for the process gas (see 
col. 4, line 57 through col. 5, line 5) and wherein the modules having different operative 
principles connected in series (see col. 4, lines 34-56, col. 5, lines 6-22). Soderlund et 
al further teach at least part of each of the plurality cleaning chamber (214) contains at 
least one deposition wall which a film of the cleaning liquid is positioned (see col. 2, 
lines 1-6, col. 5, lines 23-28).
